One private bathroom for every 4-6 students. 

Furnishings include single beds, study areas, aM 
chest of drawers. 

Individual clothes closet. 


Food Service: 

Meals for on campus housing residents will be 
served in the Student Union, and will be part of the 
Campus Housing contract. Meals are not served 
during vacations: Thanksgiving, Christmas, Spring 
Break, and three day weekend vacations. 

Guests are welcome in the Student Union dining 
area. They may purchase their meals from the 
cafeteria by paying for the food they select. 


Campus Housing 
Information: 


After you have completed the application form 
and returned it with the required $100.00 deposit, 
and if space is available, the deposit will reserve 
the room until August 1. We will forward a con- 
tract and issue you a room. If you cancel the hous- 
ing reservation after August 1, you forfeit the 
$100.00 deposit. The contract will begin with the 
first day of enrollment for Campus Housing check- 
in, and Food Service will begin the first day of final 
enrollment, 

This is a two-semester contract for all students, 
except for those who withdraw or graduate from 
the college at the end of the first semester. 

Dormitory, Complex and Mobile Unit students 
may select from two (2) meal plans. They are: 

PLAN A: 18 meals per week (3 meals pet day, 
Monday-Friday); Saturday lunch an 
dinner; and a noon meal on Sunday. 

Cost for Room & Board-$1045.00 per semester. 

PLAN B: 9 meals per week (2 meals per 4aY: 

Monday-Thursday; and one meal Fri

Cost for tice Board-$910.00 per semester.
